In the eonrie of the rehnbilltatioa of 
the United StatcR nary, docki and nary 
yards require very aoriout (oa.iiIder»- 
tion, for, after ihipi and gnni^ there 
are no roqniremonit of "tore importance 
for naval purposes. 'I'bo capacity of 
tlie Government yards for dockage ki 
very iuaignllicuut, owing to which the 
boUouia of our aliipa are but a<ddom 
aubjeoU'd toaiTntiuy, and thla, above ail 
olliiTs, is Ihe part of the iiilexrity of 
whieh we neeil lo 1k' most assured. 'I'lio 
few docks that we have aregenerully a|>- 
liropriatwl liy vea^ela under repair, i^iii 
tiie ernising ship is debarred ttie use of 
Uils iiieana of ^uard u ' her safety stnd 
prnviiling (or lier spei-il. .\ very slight 
ai eideiil iiiav <l slurb llie copper on the 
Ixittoni o( a wooden aliip, whioli may 
result in aerioua conaei|iiono 'S if she ha 
tent to crn'ae in watora whero alio will 
bp expoacd to llio influencoof the teredo, 
and tliu ne;;lu<'t to clean Iho bottom when 
loadwi with erasa or barnacles might ao 
iiiipti'r spenl oa to make the (iiliorcnca 
between capture and failure in a ebaao. 
Docking for audi pnr|ioa04 as inape?t- 
ing an'rcleaniiig the bottom ia tlio (ex- 
ception in our pra tiee. as the demands 
of re. airs are cons'ileiisi paramount 
A .<hiii in ivliich the lepaTs approach or 
lie Mow the wat'r line ninst bi plorod

The cheapest operation lo protect onr 
woods, and quite siilfloipnt for many 
piiriHiacs ia to reason ur thoroughly 
dry the timber, roduuiiig tlic o.)ntained 
moitture from eight to twelve per cent, 
of tlie weight of the wood; and wlien In 
tli's'conditlon, witli a circulation of air 
around it to prevent tho oolloctlon And 
alKoqition of mo'sture, the wo id will 
last iuileliiiiiely. as the fungi can not 
grow In .such tOfretiBdiiiga. " Every one 
is more ur leaa 'Mmulaf With the sound- 
ness nf timbt-r In the np|>er p irts of 
buililiiiga, while in lower parit IK^r tiio 
fuiindallohs it it ofloii aocayod on a> 
count uf moisture. 

In many altnatlont, however, where 
t'liib 'r niu-t 1)0 nsed, the couditioiis of 
growth of the fungi are pre* nt, and it 
will decay; sonic sjicc'es car Ix) uacil 
wliich resist the atl!* ks o( Ihe fuiiiji for 
a long pcriol. Imt the tinal re-ult is de- 
cay unless the wood is treated to some 
proeeai preventing llio growth of ibe 
fnngi, wfiioh mutt be capablo of doing 
cither one of two thiiigti. 1. It must 
k.ep the libers dry, provcntinj Ihe iili- 
aurption of moisture. 2. If the wuud 
must bu in a damp place and kept moiat 
some antiseptic must bo present, tnffi- 
eieiil to I'revent the growth of any of 
liic v:u iiMi~ kmdt of dostrnotivo fnngi. 
Timiier entirely tubmorgod doet not 
come under those conalderntiona. To 
uae the first process aucootsfully means 
more tlinn a thin coat of paint or tar on 
seasoned wood when exposed to con- 
tinued moisture. It must bo some sub- 
stance which penetrates the tistnos of 
tho wood snliioieiitly far, in case the ox- 
l^'rior surface is broken, to prevent any 
absorption of moisture. Wood impreg- 
nated with the heavy tar or the lighter 
oils is proti'eti'd more from the fact of 
pievenlion of iiiJces^ of daiiipiie-sa In the 
hliors than by the containc<l antiseptics, 
unless in llie exception of a great jier 
eeiila;;e of creosote. In the soismd 
tliod the iiio'stnre is |)ermitl<'d to 
uonio in cuntact with the libera o( Uio 
wood, and reliance depends upon (he 
antiseptic. In thii case, the entire 
wood should be tatnratcd to c;lvo the 
greatest measure Of tnoecss, not merely 
ail exterior proteotioB of a half-inch or 
Alr'^gpth; (hp l)ktter IM, at before ex- 
plainod, being the caqso of many of the 
lailureawlllOMftve' taken ]ilaoe. Tiio 
niittaoiitio tw h iuiu nt, to siicccmI, niiiat 
destroy all tlie germa which have found 
Ivdgm'ent id tlM timber, and also those 
whlth'inAy'come from the exterior.—

COST OF MILK. 

InLrntlUf Eap.rl«ino« iritli Vnrtoea 
Footia .ml Willi Coinlilniillona of 
KoiiiU. 

Tlio-0 who keep but ono or two cows 
In tho cities, vilingea, and at suburban 
homos aro as much interested in the liust 
id the production of milk as the farm- 
er . or da'rymnn who feeds many, A 
series of carotnl exporlmentt hare been 
made at the MhUnchnsotts' Agricultural 
E\p<>rlhient Station to determine the 
cost of mnkingmilkfroni various foods. 
These were bran, aborts, curii-ineal, 
(the refuse from glucose fnciorics), hay, 
corn fodder and earn ensilage. 
A aynopa'a of the piibilalicd ro- 
tults siiowa tbat in fectiing bran or 
aiiorts, corniuoid and elutoii-moal. three 
and a quarter poundt weight of each 
were ntoil. Two of the tomis were also 
oomidnod. making six and a half pounds 
to food onoii cow daily, and at times a 
coiiibination of three kinds was used, 
mak n<_' nine and tliiee-ipiarlors pi uuda' 
feed daily to cacli cow. Iho remain- 
ing fcod w:vs either iiay, dry-corn fod- 
der or corn cnsilaec. Iho highest 
amount of hay eaten iiy any cow in one 
day was twenty pounds, and of ens'lage 
lifty-lire |)ounda. The apjiarcnt bulk of 
the enlilage oror the hay, as sliown by 
weight may be understiood when It is 
romomborcti (bai the hay is dry while 
ensilage is juicy. I he lil;,'liest cu^t of 
milk |)or (|uart waa from a liberal hay 
and grain fcod, being two and tbruo- 
tcntlis conts p er qutvrt Tlio milk pro- 
duced at the lowest cost wa.s from a 
moilcrati! feeding of ensilaj;e and corn- 
lucal, and was but uiglitv-three-liiin- 
drcdtiii ocnta per quart Practtoally.it 
will bo teen from tbeabOK-e that a qiiiirt 
of milk produced by feeding hay and 
grain cotts as much as two and one- 
iMirlh quarti produced by footling 
ensilage and corn-meal. It it a!to ttated 
that so far ai , the quality of the milk 
was eoncemeU, under tho rarloai eon- 
ditioAs of feed giron, no lerioua altera- 
tion in the oomposition was noticed. —

The portion of Caldwell 
ill which I wa», is a very good coun 
try; there are many lino farms and 
land and rents are high. 'I'liey do 
not raise so uiuch tobacco ai we d 
in this county and the average of 
wheat sown this fall is rather small 
Farmers say that tlie first froslcaugh 
a great deal of tobacco iu the field 
but the damage done was sligh 
Owing to the drouth corn crops wei 
cut pretty short and those of our par 
ty weuton the Cumberland river and 
back, report that the further they 
got toward* the river the le** cor 
there waa. 

As a coniequenoe that country will 
not produce much bacon next year. 

But after a twenty mile trip from 
nine o'clock Ihi* morning until four 
o'clock this evening, through raiiT 
aud mud a good fire Is enjoyable.

In pcjpuldiloij, in ap- 
pearance and ill biiHiiicsh iui|Aji'lHnco 
the plai:c is no louder a Hiiiall tosvn, 
but a wide-iiwakc, pingroinivc and 
growing cily. Many years ago tho 
local governineiit wascslubliuhcd and 
the legltlallre deparlinent was made 
to consist of a Board of seven Couii- 
cilnien elected from ibe town at iarge. 
As tbe city grew it began lo appear 
from year to ye^r th^i what suited a 
connlry town did nolaoit jiiiourish- 
lugeity.: We<liav« 'fk«queul]y seen 
the speelaela of five ODuncllmen liv- 
ing ^1 dne street and almost within 
a stone's throw of each oilier, while 
other sections of the city have never 
hid s councilman. There bat been, 
much complaintaboutthe matter and' 
a few yean ago a book wai opened 
It I regular election lo take the senie 
of the voters on the mibjcct of wards 
snd (he proposllion was carried with 
but few if any iliufci.ntlug voles. For 
some reason tho will of the people 
waa never carried out and tho sainu 
old syslein of past generations still 
prevails. Wu have signaled ihc sub- 
ject from lime to time, but so farwilh 
but poor success. We are conviuced 
that the time has conio when the di- 
vision of the city into wards cannot 
longer be postponed, if Ibe good of 
the city aud tba expressed will of the 
people are to l>e taken into considera- 
Uon. The power to do tbii rtili with 
the Board of C6aneilmen. The 13tb 
Motion of the ebartar oT Hopkintvi|lo 
readi as follows: 

"Tba Board of Conneilmen shall 
have power within the limiti of tbe 
city, in addition to tbe other powers 
grauted to and vested in them by thii 
charter— 

1st. To lay oifand divide said l ily 
into wards, and establish the buuiid- 
aiici of each ward Ijy an ordinance; 
iinil when so eslablinhci', may mib- 
ilividf, change and alter the same, 
wliciicvLr in the opinion of kaid 
lii'Hrd llic iiilcrei-ls of said cily shall 
rei|iiiieit: Provided (ilicoyi, That 
in laying ofl', ealablisliing, dividing, 
changing or altering said wards, 
wlicn calabllsbod, due regard shall 
1)0 had to the number of voters In 
each ward, so as lo make them as 
nearly equal in Ibe number of voten 
In etch w*rd oC Mid oily u praeti- 
caWe." 

Thil leotion tliowt that It wti not 
contemplatad that tba gOTemment of 
the city ahdald alwayt remain un- 
changed. It wat expeotod that Hop- 
kinivllie would grow and would 
someday want a legislative Imly 
elected from the people to repioscnl 
all parts of the clly alike. There are 
1,185 voters in Ho|)kinsville and there 
ought to be al least lliree wards in 
the cily. Anil there is no reason why 
llitfCouncit should not autliorizo the 
division of thy city into wards al 
once snd let the newly eslabllshed 
wards elect Ihoir own Councilinen at 
the next regular «lectlou,whloli trana- 
plrea December 8lhj 

W e have ulkod with a large num- 
ber of our cIliiEens and we aresills- 
liud the people want Ibe change. 
Then are loo many voten in the clly 
lo vote at one poll and the nsultls 
that many voters prefer not lo vote al 
all r|lher than crowd In and take 
ihctrtarii, and Mmotimet wait an 
hour before getting to vote. OfeonrM 
Ihisis liotso ranch the ease in cily 
cloctlom as in regular ^elections, hut 
it is a matter that must coma very 
soon and why not at once? We have 
a su^Mtlfii to make lo the Council 
whlak.%abdleve will settio tlie mat- 
ter lodaudie a divixion of tlie city 
liHshctory to all. Let Main street 
and 7th Si. from Main to the eaatonf 
limita of the cily be taken as Uie di- 
viding lines. This would uiskf llirce 
wards, one west of Main and two 
east of Main, divided by 7lh street.' 

Kach ward could elecUwo councll- 
nicn and one could be chosen from 
tlio city at large. This would make 
the required wven as now and every 
ward in the clly would eleot i|t own 
members. To thow the aecenlty of 
this we have only to note tbeflMt that 
all that taction of the elly .,>WMtof 
Main street is at present without rep 
rosentalien on the Board. The north 
ward hat two oouncilmen and tbe 
south one Ave. The pretent Boaid 
with two changes could be made 
an entirely representative body. If 
two new men from west of Main 
could be substituted for two of the 
members from the soiiUi ward, then 
no portion of the city woulu have 
cause to complain. Tlie preneiit 
Hoard lias dor>- iiiiiom (,'ood work dur- 
ing the two y ars of its service and 
we hope Ihcy will lake this matlor in 
hand before another election is to bo 
hold, ereukif they hava to call a spen- 
Itl meeting to establish the wards In 
time.

The city has been in aiever of ex- 
citement ever since Wednesday, and 

no slfTiisofit abating are yet seen, 
Itepublicans as well as Democrats 
have been unnerved fur any work, 
and in tiie Departments the nervous- 
ness is as marked in tlie Uepublicans 
as ill the Democrats. The former, 
liowever, make a strong ellbrt to sii p- 
press any inanirestalion of coiicei n, 
but the coiillictiiig einolions are loo 
strong for concealment. Tliey are 
baltliug between the desire to see 
their party succeed, and the desire to 
see their parly succeed, and the de- 
sire to liold oiKcc under llic present 
admiulslration. The Democrats, on 
the other hand, are a little apprehen- 
sive of the future, and naturally show 
inucli concern, although they express 
confidence in the streiiglh of llicir 
party lo cany the next I'icsideiitial 
election. Tlie itopublicans in ollicc, 
when asked for'their opinion as tu 
the cause of the result, attribute it to 
the taritr question, while the Demo 
crats say it is due to the policy of the 
Administration iu not giving the of 
lices to members of it.s own party.

The smallest .stale in Europe— six 
square kilometres— is Hie territory 
ofMoresnet, between Vervicrs ami 
Aix.la-Chapclle. It contains rich 
zinc mines wlii<'li are worked by the 
Sncielodela Vicille Montague. In 
hsl.'i a commission was appointed to 
lix the boundary line between Prus- 
sia and the Netherlands, which was 
agreed upon on every poiiit save as 
regards Moresnet. Each country 
claimed the zinc mines, or an ade- 
quate indemnity. It was liiially re- 
solved to coiisiiler the miserable tract 
of land, which contained only lifiy 
squalid huts near the mines, inde- 
pendent and neutral. Sinco then the 
condition of the territory lias greatly 
changed. It contains at present iSU(j 
houses, nice, well-slocked shops, and 
the iiilialiilants are i|iiite well to do. 
The territory has remained neutral, 
and is palriarclially administered 
Triissia and Belgium have each ap 
pointed a resident commissioner, who 
endeavor to settle amicably any po, 
ble ditliculties arising, but who do 
not otherwise interfere. At the head 
of the administration is a Burgomas 
tcr, wlio selects his ten couiicilmen ; 
he is Hie keeper of the archives, su- 
perintends the real estate bureau, and 
is, in fact, the aiiioci at ruler. For the 
past two years thisoliice has been fill- 
ed by a peasant named Sobmili!, who 
lias selected as chief councillhan an 
aged physician, liked by young ami 
old. These two men coiistilnto the 
government de facto — all the other 
coiincilnieii agree to Hie resolution 
of the Council of Two, and all tli 
resolations are unanimous I The ad 
minlstratioh of Ihe state requires V2, 
000 fr. per annum ; each inliabilunt 
pays an averaire tax of 0 IV. 
Slim sullices to keep the schools and 
roads ill repair; there is no military 
service ; the posae comilulua consists 
of only one man who wears a uniform 
as the offleisi badge of the "llepublic 
ofMoresnet." The village lies in a 
lovely valley, wliicli boasls of a pre! 
ty lake and the ruins of an old castle 
of the time of Charlemagne ; and Hie 
denizens of Vervicrs and Aix-la-Clia 
pelle fi'eqneiilly repair thither on 
Sundays 10 make jovial over a i^lass 
of wine. This idylic "republic" ha 
of late established a post olficeofits 
own which issues postage stan^ps of 
a value of 1 to 60 preiinige(a treasure 
trove for plillateiists,) and over the 
entrance of which stands In big let 
ters the name of Ihe alfulghly ruler 
of the state.
